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£ 100,000 
downsize 
payments 
to tenants 

PENSIONERS and people 
living alone in council 
houses in Sandwell were 
paid more than £100,000 
over two years to move to 
smaller properties. 

As Sandwell Homes tries 
to shorten the 6,800-strong 
housing waiting list, people 
who downsize are offered 
£500 for each bedroom 
released. And 233 accepted 
in the past two years. 

Under the incentive 
scheme, in 2010-11, 115 res¬ 
idents downsized, costing 
Sandwell Homes £131,259 
to help them move, at an 
average cost of £1,141.38. 

If each person moved to a 
house with one fewer 
bedroom, their payments 
would have been £57,500 
but the actual amount is 
likely to be higher as some 
will have freed up two bed¬ 
rooms. 

In 2011-12, 118 moves 
were made under the 
scheme, costing £114,610 - 
an average of £971.12 per 
move. 

Councillor Simon 

Hackett, Sandwell’s housing 
chief, said: “The amount 
spent per move depends on 
what services the tenants 
choose, such as help with 
packing and removal, redi¬ 
rection of post, and recon¬ 
nection of white goods.” 

He added: “We need to 
ensure we make the best 
possible use of the housing 
stock we have.” 

Social club 
hit by fire 

A FIRE caused up to 
£100,000 damage at a social 
club in Smethwick. 

The Red Fort club in High 
Street will be closed for days. 
The fire broke out at 6am 
on Tuesday and firefighters 
said it was lucky it did not 
engulf the entire building. 

High Street was partially 
closed while firefighters 
brought the fire under 
control. Licensee Bera 
Mahli, who has run the 
venue for 12 years and has 
six employees, said: “I think 
it was an electrical fault. 


GARDENERS DEFY 
THE METAL THIEVES

ALLOTMENT holders are appealing 
for help to fight back against metal 
thieves whose repeated attacks are 
making their lives a misery. 

They have been collecting scrap metal in an attempt to 
raise money for an essential new hut. But as soon as they 
collect the metal, thieves swoop to steal it. 

Determined not to be beaten, they are appealing for help 
from local businesses to raise cash for the hut. 

The plot holders at Wood 
Green Allotments need to 
raise £2,000 for the hut, 
which is needed to store 
their equipment. 

For now, items are kept in 
buildings at the top of the 
site. But this luxury will be 
lost when part of the site is 
taken over by a charity. 

Kelly Stanyer, of Poplar 
Road, Wednesbury, who 
looks after three of the plots, 
said: “We’re desperate for 
any donations businesses 
can offer.” 

Targeted 

In the past two weeks the 
scrap metal at the allot¬ 
ments in Barlow Road has 
been targeted on three occa¬ 
sions. The site was also 
raided before Christmas, 
when thieves took boilers, 
washing machines and TVs. 
About £400 worth of metal 
has been stolen. 

Smethwick-based charity 
Ideal for All will be redevel¬ 
oping a large section of Wood 
Green Allotments to create a 
community food-growing 
and gardening area. 

Ms Stanyer said: “We have 
been trying for some time to 
save enough money. We 
thought one way would be to 
collect scrap metal but the 
thieves are proving to be a 
major spanner in the 
works.”

Action on 
takeaways 
aiming to 
cut obesity 

HOT takeaway outlets will 
not be allowed to open 
within 1,300 feet of second¬ 
ary schools and colleges 
under new Sandwell Council 
planning rules to tackle the 
borough’s obesity crisis. 

Planners drew up a list of 
measures after a rapid 
increase in the number of 
outlets across the borough in 
recent years. 

Rules also include extra 
guidance on when the 
amenity of an area is 
affected by new takeaway 
outlets. The rules also cover 
the possibility of an outlet 
becoming a focus for anti¬ 
social behaviour, and the dis¬ 
posal of waste and litter. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, said: “This docu¬ 
ment is a bold step towards 
improving the vitality of our 
towns and health of the 
borough’s residents.” 


Allotments in devastating vandal attack

THOUSANDS of pounds 
worth of damage was caused 
in a devastating arson attack 
on allotments used by people 
with learning and physical 
disabilities in the Black 
Country. 

One shed was burned to 
the ground and another was 
almost destroyed in the 
attack at the allotments in 
Dudley Road East, Tividale. 

A recently-erected poly¬ 
tunnel was slashed in 
several places, a window 
removed from the potting 
shed and a cooker was stolen 
from one of the damaged 
sheds. 

Sandwell Council staff 
were upset at the damage 
and have been clearing up 
following the attack which 
happened some time 
between Friday evening and 
Saturday morning. 

Dozens of disabled people 
visit the project each week to 
grow vegetables and fruit 
with guidance from council 
staff. 

But activities at the site 
have been cancelled for at 
least a week while the clear 
up continues. 

Council bosses expect that 
replacing the damaged 
equipment and sheds could 
cost £5,000. 

Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services Cllr 
Derek Rowley said: “It has 
been terribly upsetting for 
the staff and the people who 
enjoy using the allotments.”

School is 
stunned 
as jobs 
set to go 

A SCHOOL in Sandwell has 
been reeling by news that up 
to 24 jobs are to be axed as 
education chiefs try to save 
£700,000. 

Falling pupil numbers and 
reduced sixth form funding 
have been blamed for the 
shortfall at the Phoenix Col¬ 
legiate Business, Sport and 
Enterprise College. 

The school was rated inad¬ 
equate by Ofsted earlier this 
month. 

Among 61 workers at risk 
are an assistant head 
teacher, 10 English teachers, 
six PE teachers and four 
science teachers. 

Headteacher Brian Heavi¬ 
sides said: “There are 24 
posts at risk across the Col¬ 
legiate, some full time, some 
part time. 

“We are in negotiations 
with staff and are hopeful 
the majority of these posts 
will be lost through volun¬ 
tary redundancies, although 
we cannot rule out some 
compulsory reductions.” 

Phoenix Collegiate is 
based over two sites. It was 
created in 2010 following a 
merger of two of Sandwell’s 
worst performing schools: 
Manor Foundation in Friar 
Park Road, Wednesbury, and 
Menzies, in Clarkes Lane, 
West Bromwich. 

Mr Heavisides, who is 
stepping down this year, said 
potential redundancies 
would be made before Sep¬ 
tember 1.

Lecturer bit off end of his 
wife's nose in jealous row 


A COLLEGE lecturer admitted biting off the 
end of his wife’s nose during a row at their 
Black Country home. 

Father-of-six Nicholas Gough attacked wife Lynne as 
they sat in the garden then tried to persuade her to blame 
their dog, a court was told. The 59-year-old pleaded guilty 
to wounding with intent when he appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 


ton Crown Court. He was 
remanded in custody for 
reports until March 23. 

Jon Roe, defending, told 
the court: “He has no recol¬ 
lection of the heat of the 
incident.” 

Gough of Headland Road,

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Strikers 
honoured 
in festival 

A FESTIVAL celebrating an 
historic strike by women 
chainmakers will return to 
Sandwell in the summer. 

The eighth Women Chain- 
makers festival will be held 
in Bearmore Park in Cradley 
Heath on June 9. 

Bearmore Mound will 
host the event in an area 
where the chainmakers 
lived and worked - and 
fought their successful ten- 
week dispute in 1910. 

The festival will be jointly 
organised by the Midlands’ 
TUC and Sandwell Council. 

Rob Johnston, of the TUC, 
said: “We are delighted to 
bring the Chainmakers back 
to Cradley Heath. This 
places our joint celebration 
of Mary Macarthur, who led 
the strike, back in the heart 
of the community where the 
women fought for their 
rights.” 

Sandwell Council Leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
added: “This is an event 
which celebrates our history 
and marks one of the most 
important events in the 
country. And it is here in 
Cradley Heath.” 

The festival has been 
moved to June to coincide 
with the unveiling of a 
statue of a woman chain- 
maker at Mary Macarthur 
Park in Cradley Heath. 

In the strike 1,000 women 
stopped work for 10 weeks. 
They were being paid five or 
six shillings a week while the 
average pay for men was 26 
shillings a week. Because of 
the strike their pay was 
doubled. 

New group 
for training

in Sandwell in education 
after they have left school is 
being set up.

£l00k plan to light up farm m winter 


A £100,000 scheme to extend the 
opening hours at Sandwell Valley Farm 
to keep the attraction open through 
winter, has been given the go-ahead by 
planning chiefs. 

The move will allow the authority to boost 
revenues by hiring out facilities later in the 
evenings. 

The council will install 37 street lights 
around the attraction, off Salters Lane in 
West Bromwich, to make it accessible for 
longer during its traditional closed period 
which falls between October and the early 
weeks of March. 


Six of these would illuminate the tennis 
courts and six others would illuminate the 
King George Pavilion car park. 

There would be seven columns on the 
farm car park and the remaining lights 
would be be in the venue’s main drive. 

The lights would be on from the early 
evening until 10pm, although this could be 
extended on special occasions such as 
Christmas. 

Plans submitted to Sandwell Council with 
the original application confirmed the lights 
would enable the park farm and tennis court 
to be open until 10pm. 


It said: “The new lighting columns will 
illuminate the main drive, car parks and 
tennis courts within the Sandwell Valley. 

“Lighting the main drive and car parks 
will improve visibility for both drivers and 
pedestrians. It will also improve the percep¬ 
tion of safety for users. 

Columns 

“Lighting the tennis courts will allow this 
facility to be hired out throughout the 
winter,” said the planning document. 

The columns will be 26ft high. For the 
main drive, the lanterns will be Victorian- 


style to match existing lighting columns 
that are already in place adjacent to the park 
farm. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the borough’s 
neighbourhood services chief, said: “The 
cost is likely to be in the region of £100,000. ” 

“It is planned to extend the current light¬ 
ing infrastructure at Sandwell Valley, to 
incorporate the newly-refurbished tennis 
courts, car parking and main drive. 

“This is because we are looking into the 
possibility of increasing the opening hours 
of the tennis courts, and, when demand 
requires it, the park farm.”

Fire station plans m meeting spotlight 


PLANS for a new fire station in the 
Black Country came under the spot¬ 
light at a community consultation 
event. 

Halesowen fire station is due to 
shut and a new station is to be built 
to cover both Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath. 

In the interim, Halesowen will be 
covered from Cradley Heath. 

Campaigners had battled to save 


the Halesowen station, but last 
week admitted defeat in an attempt 
to force court action. 

The location of the new station is 
yet to be decided, but fire chiefs have 
given residents the opportunity to 
discuss their concerns and select a 
preferred design of building. 

And a three-hour consultation 
event was held at Reddall Hill 
Primary School in Cradley Heath, 


the second of two consultation meet¬ 
ings. 

Later, Michael Bird who has lived 
in Halesowen for 50 years said that 
when he heard about the plan he 
was very concerned. 

He said: “It is worrying, I didn’t 
really like the idea when I heard 
about it.” 

But he added: “After seeing the 
plans and talking to the officers I am 


more reassured about what they are 
planning to do.” 

The 65-year-old from Chadbury 
Road said: “It was good to see the 
designs, but it needs to be kept in 
keeping with the area. It does all 
depend on where it will be built 
though.” 

Assistant Chief Fire officer Phil 
Loach said feedback from residents 
was positive. 


Youngsters help artists 
to create a landmark 


TWO artists, one a descendant of Lord of the 
Rings author JRR Tolkien, have joined forces 
with school children to create a new land¬ 
mark. 

They have created a new fence and gates at Quarry Bank 
Primary School, High Street, and youngsters have chipped 
in with their own drawings and designs. It is being created 
by artist Tim Tolkien, great- 
nephew of the world-famous 
author, who has a studio in 
Cradley Heath. 

Mr Tolkien was commis¬ 
sioned to create the fencing 
by Dudley Council in 2009 
and has worked with young¬ 
sters on their drawings and 
designs. 

He has re-interpreted 
their drawings for inclusion 
on the fence, which includes 
images of computers, mobile 
phones and images depicting 
the town’s industrial past. 

But when it came to 
telling the town’s history in 
Black Country dialect 
another expert was brought 
in to come up with the words 
- Stourbridge cartoonist and 
author Geoff Tristram. 


Staff facing 
prospect 
of longer 
working day 

A TOTAL of 180 staff at two 
Sandwell Council care serv¬ 
ices that support people 
leaving hospital are facing 
longer working days and 
split shifts to cut costs. 

Changes are going to hit 
people at the STAR and Fast 
Response services where 
they work on a 7am-11pm 
rota, seven days a week, 
based at Wednesbury Town 
Hall. 

The move, which is due to 
take effect from June 1, will 
shave 14 per cent off the cost 
of each hour of care provided 
by the services, which cost 
council adult social care 
>osses £3. lm a year. 

The changes are due for 
approval tomorrow (Friday). 
Council chiefs say unions 
have been involved through¬ 
out. 

Adult Social Care service 
director Tony Zaman, said: 
“The recommendation, if 
implemented, will generate 
efficiencies.” 

Now, each hour spent with 
a person needing costs the 
council £28.86. Under 
changes each hour will now 
cost £24.85. 

National guidance from 
the Care Services Efficiency 
Department last year said 
each hour of such specialist 
services should cost £25. 


History 


Mr Tristram, aged 57, of 
Eggington Road, Wollaston, 
who designed the cover of 
UB40’s debut album 
Signing Off in 1980, is a 
former pupil of the school. 

He created a potted 
history of the town in Black 
Country dialect, which will 
run along the length of the 
gates. 

Pupils also pitched in with 
their ideas of what the town 
will look like in the future. 

The first section of the 
gates has been installed and 
the remainder is set for com¬ 
pletion by Easter. Mr 
Tolkien said: “It has been a 
fantastic project and I am 
really pleased with how it 
has turned out. 

“I went into the school to 
work with the children and 
collect their stories and pic¬ 
tures. I have also been 
delighted to work with 
Geoff.”

Burglar 
left his 
prints on 
bin bag 

A MAN was given an eight- 
month jail sentence for 
stealing hundreds of pounds 
worth of goods from a house 
in Cradley Heath. 

Christopher Dunne, of no 
fixed address, broke into the 
property in Haden Hill 
Road, taking a watch and 
other items. He was sen¬ 
tenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Nicholas Cartwright, 
prosecuting, said: “He 
entered the house by an 
upstairs rear window, 
having climbed on to the flat 
roof. The small window had 
been left ajar.” 

The court heard that 
Dunne went through every 
room, opening cupboards 
and drawers. He stole a 
digital camera, laptop and 
mobile phone, a watch given 
to the homeowner’s grand¬ 
father for 40 years’ work 
service, baseball caps and 
clothes. 

But he left his finger¬ 
prints on a black bin liner. 

In court he denied steal¬ 
ing the watch and although 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service did not accept this, 
they accepted the guilty plea 
to a burglary charge on this 
basis. 

Tim Talbot-Webb, defend¬ 
ing, said Dunne entered the 
house because he thought it 
was empty and was looking 
for somewhere to sleep.

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Shoppers 
get new 
car park 

A NEW long-stay public car 
park has opened in West 
Bromwich - the latest move 
in the multi-million re¬ 
development of the town 
centre. 

The 111-space car park in 
Church Street, off Bratt 
Street in the shopping area, 
opened to the public on 
Tuesday. 

Access is from High Street 
via Lombard Street or from 
Cronehills Linkway via 
Bratt Street. 

The new car park is an 
alternative to the Edward 
Street car park that was 
recently reduced in size to 
allow demolition work. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said: “It 
is all part of the redevelop¬ 
ment of the town centre area 
and inevitably there will be 
some alterations to parking 
during work.” 

He said improvements 
would also start on the 
Sandwell Road and Temple 
Street car parks later this 
month. 

But he said that Temple 
Street car park would be 
closed during construction, 
and for a short time the 
Sandwell Road car park 
would also need to be closed. 

Homes stay 
unfinished 

DEVELOPERS of a Wednes- 
bury housing estate which 
has been stalled for more 
than 18 months, have admit¬ 
ted they have no plans to 
finish the project until the 
economy improves. 

Bellway have come under 
fire from Wednesbury South 
ward Councillor Olwen 
Jones for not completing the 
homes on the College Fields 
estate, off Woden Road 
South. Hundreds of homes 
have been built there but 
two plots are unfinished. 

Company spokesman 
Julian Kenyon said: “We 
need to see the market 
moving forward to be able to 
start building.” 

Factory move 
can go ahead 

A RUNDOWN factory in 
Smethwick will become a 
community and tuition 
centre creating five jobs, 
after the scheme was given 
the go ahead. 

Dr Shahrul Hussain of 
the Abrahamic Foundation 
in Church Lane, Hands- 
worth, want to convert the 
ground floor of the building 
in Grove Street. 


Gove faces email demand in row over schools

THE LEADER of Sandwell Council 
Darren Cooper has demanded that 
education secretary Michael Gove 
disclose any private emails relating 
to the borough’s axed £138 million 
school rebuilding scheme. 

The authority’s lawyers asked 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act last year to see if Mr Gove’s con¬ 
troversial decision to cut the Build¬ 
ing Schools for the Future scheme 
was discussed in private emails. 

The Department for Education 
replied to say it would not reveal 
that information. 


It claimed that contents of private 
emails was exempt from release 
under the law. 

Now the Information Commis¬ 
sioner, who oversees the application 
of the Fol Act, has ruled private 
emails should be disclosed if they 
concern Government departmental 
business. 

It is the latest twist in the saga 
over the BSF scheme, which Mr 
Gove scrapped last July. 

Nine Sandwell schools missed out 
on a combined £138m of funding for 
revamping or rebuilding projects. 


The council has used Fol laws to 
find out more about how the deci¬ 
sion was taken and is now waiting 
for a ruling by the Information Com¬ 
missioner on what the Government 
must release. 

Councillor Cooper said: “Mr Gove 
must respect the commissioner’s 
ruling and tell us what was said 
about Sandwell’s case. 

“We already know from a leaked 
email he was deeply worried about 
our legal challenge at the High 
Court, simply saying ‘aarrgh’, which 
would be funny if it wasn’t so 


serious. What else was said? This is 
too important a matter to let drop.” 

The Government has 28 days to 
appeal the ruling. 

Sandwell and five other local 
authorities took the Government to 
the High Court over the decision to 
scrap the scheme - and claimed 
victory after the judge ordered the 
DfE to reconsider the merits of each 
axed school project. 

However, Mr Gove later dashed 
hopes that the BSF programme 
would be reprieved. 


Handy council tenants to 
earn cash for DIY repairs 


COUNCIL and housing association tenants 
will be given up to £500 a year if they carry out 
repairs to their properties themselves. 

The Government is rolling out a scheme it tested in 
Sandwell, Dudley and Lichfield. It will see people given 
training to do basic jobs like fixing mending taps or painting 
and decorating. The aim of the initiative is to cut the cost of 


Firm gets 
permission 
to turn to 
solar power 

A FOOD business in West 
Bromwich has got the go- 
ahead to turn to solar power 
as part of £30 million plans. 

The 2 Sisters Food Group, 
which employs 18,000 
people worldwide, won plan¬ 
ning permission for solar 
panels at its Dial Lane base. 

York Green Renewables 
will fit the panels to the roof. 

The panels will be 
installed within four weeks. 
The system will generate 
around 42,500 kilowatt 
hours of electricity a year - 
this is the equivalent of pow¬ 
ering at least 14 houses. It 
will power the site and any 
surplus will be sold to 
National Grid. 

Spokesman Andrew 
Hanson has said the move 
ties in with carbon reduction 
plans at the firm’s 40 UK 
sites, which will cost £30 
million. 

The group, a frozen 
chicken company which sup¬ 
plies major supermarkets, is 
owned by Wolverhampton 
tycoon Ranjit Singh 
Boparan who also owns 
Northern Foods, which pro¬ 
duces Goodfella’s Pizza and 
Fox’s biscuits. 


calling in maintenance 
workers to carry out repairs 
to council and housing asso¬ 
ciation properties. 

Under the Tenant Cash¬ 
back scheme, residents will 
either do the jobs them¬ 
selves or use the money to 
call in professionals, keeping 
any savings they make. 

People who do their own 
DIY can get cash or vouchers 
worth £300 a year. An extra 
£200 will be on offer for 
tenants carrying out their 
own housing management, 
such as dealing with low- 
level neighbour issues. 

Maintain 

Housing minister Grant 
Shapps said the project 
could allow tenants the 
opportunity to become 
“apprentices in the home”. 

Tenants of Bromford 
Group, which is based at 
Wolverhampton Business 
Park, have been getting 
advice on how to maintain 
their homes. 

Repairs cost councils and 
housing associations around 
£1,000 per year per property. 

Mr Shapps said he wanted 
residents to work together 
to make repairs cheaper. He 
said: “Rather than having to 
wait for landlords to act, 
tenants should be able to 
tackle their own DIY and get 
paid for it.” 

Bromford started running 
a pilot scheme in November 
and 125 customers have 
been signed up so far, includ¬ 
ing 44 in Lichfield and 36 in 
the Sandwell and Dudley 
areas.

On Kelvin Way, parking will be 
allowed for people attending the conven¬ 
tion centre, which attracts some 70,000 
visitors a year. Michael Da Costa, the 
centre’s general manager, said: “We are 
very happy with the council’s changes.” 

West Bromwich Albion’s head of facil¬ 
ity operations and development Mark 
Miles added: “We are more than happy 
with the outcome.”

Buyer forks out £l65k 
for old court building 


THE historic magistrates court 
building in West Bromwich has 
been sold at auction for 
£165,000 - £40,000 more than 
its reserve price. 

The Grade-II listed building in 
Lombard Street West was put under the 
hammer in London and was sold to an 
unnamed buyer. 

Jason Birch, director of Jones Lang 
LaSalle, confirmed the sale. Cash raised 
from the sale will go to the Treasury. 

Mr Birch said: “This was a difficult 
property, being a listed building and con¬ 
figured as a court building. 

“However, the great strength of 
auction marketing is the sheer market 
reach and the ability to find buyers from 
far and wide. 

Heritage 

“The buyer, in this case, is very spe¬ 
cialist in nature and not what we 
expected at all. In the auction room itself 
there appeared to be a number of bidders 
and the property sold for £165,000.“ 

Developers have been told there was 
scope for it to be transformed into a wine 
bar, hot food takeaway or cinema. 

That is despite it being located in a 
conservation area designed to protect 
heritage sites from unwanted develop¬ 
ment. 

The landmark had failed to attract a 
buyer on the open market. It was closed

“He 
asked a friend to call and see if I would 
write to him while he was away,” said 
Mrs Kirkham, now aged 90, of Codsall, 
South Staffordshire.

They were married at Dudley Register

We had a day-and-a-half 
of married life before he left,” Mrs 
Kirkham added. 

Now, 70 years later, the couple cele¬ 
brated their platinum anniversary with 
their two daughters Karolyn, 65, and 
Margaret, 62, as well as their four grand¬ 
children and four great-grandchildren.

when times are tough 
it's best to get dug in 


WHEN the going gets tough it 
seems the tough get growing 
as a resurgence of enthusiasm 
for the self-sufficiency of the 
wartime years sweeps across 
the country. 

Rising food prices has whetted the 
appetite for all things ‘grow your 
own’. A survey by the National 
Society of Allotment and Leisure 
Gardeners revealed 86,787 people 
were on allotment waiting lists last 
year. 

Even 10 Downing Street and The 
White House have ‘dug in’ with the 
cultivation of vegetable gardens. 

The trend for ‘grow your own’ has 
its roots firmly established in the 
1900s. The 1914 Defence of the 
Realm Act gave the government wide 
ranging powers including the one to 
requisition land for the war effort. 

Dig for Victory was the propaganda 
message on the Home Front during

the Second World War and everyone 
was encouraged to develop green 
fingers for the war effort. 

There was food rationing and the 
Ministry of Food issued advice 
about growing your own produce 
and eating healthily. 

Small gardens, large gardens, 
sports grounds and parks were 
transformed into vegetable patches 
and by 1943 over a million tons of 
vegetables were being produced. 

Clare Weston, curator of domestic 
and cultural life at the museum, 


said: “The museum’s Toll House, 
originally situated on Sedgley Road in 
Woodsetton, is a typical example of 
the self-sufficiency of the times. 

“During the early 1900s the 
Hodgkiss family who lived there sup¬ 
plemented their income with addi¬ 
tional food from the garden. 

“Runner beans, cabbage, peas, red- 
currants, blackcurrants and goose¬ 
berries were all grown. Potatoes and 
apples, once harvested, were stored in 
boxes underneath the bed to preserve 
them until they were needed. 

“Surplus rhubarb was offered for 
sale, alongside bundles of firewood at 
6d per bundle and herbs were grown 
for cooking and remedies.” 

Tastes may have changed over the 
last century with today’s gardeners 
partial to a crop of mangetout rather 
than runner beans but the satisfac¬ 
tion of growing your own food 
remains the same.

Victims of blast 
are remembered

DOZENS of people marked the 
90th anniversary of an horrific 
explosion at a factory in Tipton 
which killed 19 young women. 

Wreaths were laid and crosses placed on a 
memorial at Tipton Cemetery in memory of 
the victims of the blast at a factory in Dudley 
Port on March 6, 1922. 

The ceremony was organised by Friends 
of Tipton Cemetery. 

The blast happened as workers were 
breaking up live cartridges left over from the 
First World War for scrap at the Groveland 
Road building. 

One went off, igniting several thousand 
others. The roof was blown away and the 
building was engulfed in fire. Only five 
people in the factory, which was unlicensed, 


survived the blast. The scandal of the young 
women being exploited in unregulated facto¬ 
ries provoked a Government enquiry and 
new rules. And company manufacturer John 
Walter Knowles, aged 55, was jailed for five 
years for manslaughter by Staffordshire 
Assizes the following year. 

About 40 people attended the 15-minute 
memorial service. 

The names of the dead were read out and 
the Rev Mike John closed the service with a 
Bible reading and a prayer. 

Friends chairman Pauline Hodgetts said: 
“We did this because we felt it was important 
to recognise the anniversary. It was probably 
one of Tipton’s biggest disasters and it so 
moved the people of Tipton that, in no time 
at all, they raised £10,000 for victims’ fami¬ 
lies.”

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Residents urge action 
over sewage pollution 


A WILDLIFE group is claiming that raw 
sewage is pouring into a Smethwick brook, 
killing fish and creating a foul smell. 

Severn Trent said it was investigating the Thimblemill 
Brook but the Birmingham and Black Country Wildlife 
Trust and members of the Friends of Thimblemill Brook are 


demanding action. 

Steven Hodgkinson, from 
the group, blames faulty 
pipes and manhole covers 
for causing problems at the 
brook, off Hurst Road. 

He says inadequate 
manhole covers can become 
“backlogged” - meaning raw 
sewage can pour into 
streams. 

Starves 

He said: “The sewage 
causes a range of problems 
in the brook. It increases the 
nutrients in the water which 
encourages algae. 

“The algae starves the 
water of oxygen which kills 
fish, and stops anything 
growing. It silts up the brook 
and the water becomes stag¬ 
nant. It smells and looks

ugly. It also encourages rats. 

“We have been working 
with Severn Trent, 
Sandwell Council, the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency and the 
Friends of Thimblemill 
Brook to raise awareness of 
this pollution. People must 
report it when they see it, so 
it can get to the top of Severn 
Trent’s agenda.” 

Moira Black, of the 
Friends of Thimblemill 
Brook, who lives nearby, said 
the problem had been occur¬ 
ring for years. 

Sonia Southern, spokes¬ 
woman for Severn Trent, 
said: “Investigations are 
ongoing into the pollution at 
Thimblemill brook.”

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Region's schools win 
praise from Ofsted 


OFSTED has rated more than 
two thirds of schools in the 
Black Country as good or out¬ 
standing. 

There were 844 inspections in the 
Black Country and Staffordshire 
between October and December with 
539 schools, or 63 per cent rated out¬ 
standing or good. In total 34 per cent of 
schools were satisfactory, while two per 
cent or 17 schools were inadequate. 

Across the region schools in Walsall 
did the best with 21 per cent, 25 in total, 
classed as outstanding, with 44 school 
named as good, and 48 satisfactory. No 
schools were inadequate. 

Sandwell and Wolverhampton both 
had 18 per cent of schools declared out¬ 
standing - 22 and 19 schools respec¬ 
tively. Sandwell had 53 good schools, 42 
satisfactory and two inadequate. 

Wolverhampton had 48 schools 
classed as good, 35 as satisfactory and 
five as inadequate. Dudley had 17 
schools, or 16 per cent, declared out¬ 
standing with 53 said to be good, 36 sat¬ 
isfactory and three inadequate. In 
Staffordshire there were 392 inspections 
and 55 schools, or 14 per cent, were out¬ 
standing with 203 good, 127 satisfactory, 
and seven inadequate. 

County Councillor Liz Staples, 
cabinet member for education said: “We 
are pleased that the majority of our 
schools are rated as good or outstand¬ 
ing.”

ALBION’S three successive wins 
cheered everyone at the club - 
but no-one got carried away. 

There was little sign of complacency 
creeping into the Baggies camp despite a 
remarkable month that lifted spirits and 
raised expectations sky-high around The 
Hawthorns, writes Steve Madeley. 

But a slick United gave Albion a gentle 
reminder of where they stand in the 
Premier League’s established food chain. 

Baggies fans might point to a hint of injus¬ 
tice over second-half penalty decisions at 
each end that looked oddly similar but both 
went the way of the home side and the whiff 
of controversy surrounding the first yellow 
card that led ultimately to the dismissal of 
key defender Jonas Olsson. 

Yet they must also concede that the 
defending champions were simply too good 
on a day when this season’s intriguing title 
race took a decisive shift in their favour.

Pivotal 

And, in an afternoon when they domi¬ 
nated possession and made the best 
chances, United might have won by more. 

But Hodgson’s men left Old Trafford with 
their pride - and hopefully their hard- 
earned momentum - largely intact after a 
brave, hard-working performance that 
meant the Red Devils were required to 
produce spells of form close to their best to 
claim what could be a pivotal three points. 

There were some early moments of 
romise for the Baggies, who might even 
ave taken an early lead had a full-stretch 
Keith Andrews been able to divert Liam 
Ridgewell’s left-wing cross on target. 

But the Irishman’s near-post effort went 
wide and, as the half wore on, the home side 
upped the tempo, adopted a swagger and 
piled the pressure on Ben Foster’s goal. The 


former United keeper had to be on his guard 
to beat away a shot from chief menace 
Ashley Young after a weaving run by the 
eye-catching Danny Welbeck.

Young was enjoying his afternoon against 
makeshift Baggies full-back Gabriel Tamas 
and the former Villa man’s cross from the 
left allowed Rooney to sting the hands of 
Foster and deliver a warning to Albion. It 
was one they were powerless to act upon and 


it was little surprise when United claimed 
the lead nine minutes before half-time. 

The fairly quiet Javier Hernandez drifted 
away from Liam Ridgewell and attempted to 
curl a shot inside the far post from the 
corner of the penalty area. As Albion waited 
for Foster to make a comfortable save, 
Rooney sprang from a crowd of bodies to 
divert the ball home. 

The second half started much like the first 
for the Baggies, with a couple of promising 
sorties into United territory. 

But United reasserted their authority as 
Rooney broke through the centre and 
squared for Hernandez to rattle the post. 

Albion’s mission became nigh-on impossi¬ 
ble when Olsson, who had been booked a 
little harshly for an off-the-ball tangle with 
Rooney, dived in needlessly on Hernandez 


and got a second booking. In the midst of 
United’s dominance, Peter Odemwingie had 
a clear claim for a penalty waved away when 
he was clipped by Patrice Evra. 

And that decision did not help the Baggies 
mood when they saw Young awarded a spot- 
kick with 19 minutes to go after the slightest 
brush with Andrews, who was filling in at 
right-back as Hodgson prepared a post-red- 
card reshuffle.

Death of 
Baggies' 
Barlow at 
age of 85 

ALBION are in mourning 
following the death of 
Hawthorns legend Ray 
Barlow at the age of 85. 

The 1954 FA Cup-winner, 
regarded as one of the club’s 
finest ever players, died last 
night after a long illness. 

The Swindon-born half¬ 
back was the last surviving 
member of the team that 
beat Preston 3-2 at Wembley 
in 1954 to win the FA Cup. 

He made 482 appearances 
for the Baggies and scored 
48 goals in 16 years at The 
Hawthorns. He won one 
England cap. 

A Baggies statement said: 
“The great Ray Barlow 
stands at the pinnacle of the 
club’s story, one of a handful 
of truly world-class foot¬ 
ballers that Albion have pro¬ 
duced over 130 years.” 

Barlow joined the Baggies 
as a teenager and made his 
debut in 1944, just two days 
after his 18th birthday. He 
went on to become the cre¬ 
ative lynchpin of one of the 
club’s greatest-ever teams in 
the 1950s. After leaving The 
Hawthorns he also played 
for Birmingham and once 
retired he ran a tobacconist 
and sweet shop in West 
Bromwich. 

He later ran a post office 
in Stourbridge and contin¬ 
ued to live in the town until 
being struck down by ill 
health in recent years.
